The community shuttle is 
still on the road. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke sug¬ 
gested at Monday’s corporate 
services committee meeting 
that the town should help 
finance the shutde for the 
remainder of the year, and 
councillors agreed. 

The shuttle, operated by 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Transit, 
was looking for $15,000, but 
$10,000 was all that is in the 
budget this year for transpor¬ 
tation, so $10,000 is what the 
company will get to help offset 
costs of its operation. 

The service offers rides in 
NOIL, and to places out of 
town including hospitals, on a 
limited basis. The shuttle 
doesn’t operate on a fixed 
route and the ridership is 
offered to those under 18years 
of age, seniors over 65 and 
people with disabilities.

He said he would feel 
more comfortable sup¬ 
porting it if it were con¬ 
sidered a pilot project. 

“We need to know 
who is riding it and how 
many riders. We need to 
make very clear what 
we’re giving out money 
for." 

The mayor responded 
by saying there is a 
strong need in the com¬ 
munity for public trans¬ 
portation and the shut¬ 
tle service could provide 
facts and figures if need¬ 
ed. 

He added that at the 
end of the year, the com¬ 
mittee would be able to 
request a proposal for 
transit services in the 
community. 

Councillor Martin 
Mazza pointed out that 
the town hasn’t come up 
with a solution of its 
own for providing public 
transit, and without any 
better ideas, should sup¬ 
port the community 
shuttle. 

He said he would sup¬ 
port giving the service 
the $15,000 it was asking 
for, but was told that 
isn’t in the 2011 budget. 

Councillor Gary 
Zalepa agreed with the 
$10,000 subsidy, which 
will begin with a pay¬ 
ment of $2,500 Aug. 1, 
saying with the informa¬ 
tion provided from a 
review of the service at 
the end of this year, 
there should be an even 


better service provided 
next year. 

Sheldon Randall, 
director of corporate 
services, said NOTL 
Transit is committed to 
providing shuttle servic¬ 
es until the end of the 
year. 

NOTL does not have a 
public transit system, an 
issue that was a consid¬ 
ered a priority in the last 
election and on the list 
of items for the new 
council to consider. The 
town currently has a 
contract with 5-0 
Transportation to run a 
Heritage Shuttle 

between the Fort 
George bus parking lot 
and the Court House, 
but this contract expires 
at the end of this year. 

The committee sup¬ 
ported providing funds 
to NOTL Transit with 
the understanding the 
company will continue 
to operate the shuttle 
services until the end of 
December and the com¬ 
pany must comply with 
transportation stan¬ 
dards required by 
provincial disabilities 
legislation. 

At the end of the year, 
information on how to 
create a competitive 
bidding process, which 
will allow for the 
Heritage Shuttle, the 
Community Shuttle and 
an inter-municipal link 
to other communities to 
operate, will be submit¬ 
ted to council. 

The subsidy must be 
ratified by council 
Monday.

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One patient remains at NOTL Hospital with deadly c.difficile 


One patient at

As the Niagara Health 
System continues to struggle 
to control a deadly superbug, 


Of the 25 patients who have 
died in Niagara hospitals 
from c. difficile since the out¬ 
break was declared in St. 
Catharines May 28, one was a 
patient at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Hospital who died 
July 8 after being transferred 
from St. Catharines. 

There continues to be one 
patient at the NOTL site suf¬ 
fering from the illness, one of 
the two originally transferred, 


but the local hospital is i 
among the three sites of the 
NHS which have declared 
outbreaks. 

Both the cases were con¬ 
firmed to be contracted in 
hospital before the patients 
were transferred to the NOTL 
site. 

According to the Tuesday 
update, there were still 75 
cases of C. difficile associated 
with the three Niagara out- 
break-declared hospitals, 
unchanged from the day

Other than the large red 
stop sign that warns those 
arriving at the St. Catharines, 
Niagara Falls and Welland 
hospitals, the precautions 
that have been taken at the 
NOTL Hospital are the same 
as at the sites that have 
declared outbreaks, says Dr. 
Sue Matthews, interim chief 
executive officer of the 
NHS—including a require¬ 
ment for staff reporting to 
work to check in with their 
supervisor to ensure they are 
symptom-free. 

That directive came 
Tuesday after a third employ¬ 
ee, the second at the Welland 
site in addition to a St. 
Catharines Hospital staff 
member, was identified as 
having c. difficile. Matthews 
said requiring staffers to dis¬ 
close their health to man¬ 
agers was standard during 


the 2003 SABS crisis. 

All of the deaths of patients 
with c. difficile are being 
reviewed to determine what 
role the disease played, but 
that information isn’t expect¬ 
ed to be made public any 
time soon — the review is a 
slow and complicated 
process, Matthews said, and 
won’t be public until after 
family members have been 
notified. 

Patients are transferred to 
the NOTL site once they no 
longer require acute care, so 
although the 22 beds at the 
local hospital may be taken 
up by those who are elderly 
and suffering from several 
medical conditions, they are 
less vulnerable to the disease 
than those still in acute care 
and on antibiotics, said 
Matthews. 

That, combined with the 


measures that are being 
taken, including patient iso¬ 
lation, hand-washing, pro¬ 
tective clothing for staff and 
visitors, and extra care with 
equipment, can be attributed 
to the lack of new cases at the 
NOTL site, she said. 

All NHS sites are being 
thoroughly cleaned from top 
to bottom, beginning with the 
hospitals that have declared 
outbreaks. The NOTL 
Hospital wifi receive the same 
thorough cleaning, but not 
until the work at the other 
sites has been completed. 

There are also three cases 
of C. difficile at Fort Erie's 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
and three cases at the Port 
Colbome hospital, both sites 
with continuing complex 
care beds that are often filled 
by patients transferred from

passed away, purchased a 
York Road property with a 
history of neglect, and began 
to fix it up. 

Grant’s award-winning 
Toronto garden has been rec¬ 
ognized for being both beau¬ 
tiful and environmentally 
friendly, and was featured in 
a Canadian Gardening maga¬ 
zine. She has, for more than 
five years, been on the path to 
restoring her NOTL property 
in a manner that is Also kind 


to the environment 

Her ideas may seem unusu¬ 
al to some—no manicured 
grass that needs weekly cut¬ 
ting for her—but others, 
including those who have 
rewritten Toronto bylaws and 
the Niagara Parks 
Commission, are seeing, as 
she does, that the way of the 
future is a more natural state 
that conserves water and 
reduces the need for fertiliz¬ 
ing, spraying, and using noisy 
and polluting lawn mowers. 

Unfortunately her garden 
came to the attention of 
bylaw officers in 2008, who, 
while she was tending her 
dying husband, aggressively 
mowed down meadow grass 
in her backyard with a bush 
hog, because it was too 
long—also taking out expen¬ 
sive fruit trees, ground cover 
and raspberry bushes that got 
in the way. 

It was partly Grant’s fault- 
rushing back and forth 


between her husband’s 
Toronto bedside and their 
NOTL home, she did not 
respond in time to a warn¬ 
ing—she actually thought it 
was about her front yard— 
but public outrage led to 
some discussion at the town 
about how the bylaw depart¬ 
ment handles such com¬ 
plaints and communication. 

Apparently not much has 
changed. 

Last week, a bylaw enforce¬ 
ment officer who had entered 
her backyard without per¬ 
mission again threatened to 
have the yard mowed if she 
didn’t see to it herself. 

This time the issue is clover 
that is nine to 10 inches tall— 
the bylaw says it must be 
eight inches or less. 

Grant chose the clover 
because it withstands 
draught, provides nitrogen to 
the soil, and only needs cut¬ 
ting a couple of times a year. 

Even an untrained eye can 


see her property is a work in 
progress by a knowledgeable 
horticulturalist. 

It does not in any way 
appear derelict or neglected, 
as it did for years before she 
purchased it 

Her backyard cannot be 
seen from York Road—bor¬ 
dering it is a neighbouring 
property with bushes five to 
six feet tall, as are the weeds 
in the town ditches on York 
Road. 

Several friends were at 
Grant’s during the visit from 
the bylaw officer to provide 
moral support—and are out¬ 
raged that it appears she is 
being harassed again. 

They say her yard looks 
cared-for, and that the bylaw 
needs to be revisited.

"Absolutely, I feel she is 
being harassed,” said Mazza. 

Grant feels she is being per¬ 
secuted—either by a neigh¬ 
bour, the town bylaw depart¬ 
ment or both. 

She also feels the town 
needs to have some experts 
review its bylaws to get with 
the times. 

In these days of environ¬ 
mental sensitivity, perfectly 
manicured lawns that require 
constant care with chemicals 
and polluting mowers are not 
the best choice, she says—as 
she did two years ago when 
she first challenged the 

Her next step will not be to 
cut her clover. She plans to 
talk to Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
before it’s too late, in the hope 
that common sense and a 
cooler head will prevail.

Reminder to drivers: Road Watch 
program makes local roads safer 


Collisions have 
►dropped by almost 
30 per cent since 
the town adopted Road 
Watch in 2007 at the 
urging of the Traffic 
Safety Task Force.

In the almost five years since 
the Road Watch program was 
implemented in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, the number of colli¬ 
sions reported on local roads 
has dropped. 

Road Watch is a community 
road safety program spon¬ 
sored by the town, in co-oper¬ 
ation with the Niagara 
Regional Police. 


It was instituted at the 
request of the town’s Traffic 
Safety Task Force, which was 
formed in 2005 after a large 
number of fatalities on NOTL 
roads. 

In recent years the town has 
also used some engineering 
techniques to make roads 
safer, including four-way 
stops, larger stop signs, and at 
a limited number of intersec¬ 
tions, flashing red lights. 

NOTL was chosen as a pilot 
project for the Think and Drive 
program in 2006, a program 
that reminds drivers to slow 
down, think about road safety 
issues and take personal 
responsibility for making 
themselves and Niagara's 
roads safer. 

The region has its own road 
safety task force, and with the 
help of experts, both the 
regional and town committees

Food at its best. 
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came to the conclusion early 
in their discussions that most 
Niagara collisions, if not all, 
are caused by driver inatten¬ 
tion, speed and impairment, 
and are avoidable. 

Although Think and Drive is 
now regional—that’s the pro¬ 
gram symbolized by the three 
horizontal traffic light- 
coloured circles on a black 
background—NOTL is the 
only municipality in Niagara 
that has adopted the Road 
Watch program. 

There has been a 29 per cent 
drop in reportable collisions 
on regional and municipal 
roads in NOTL since 2007, 
when Road Watch was insti¬ 
tuted, says Marci Weston, the 
town’s traffic supervisor. 

Collisions have decreased 
by about 12 per cent across the 
region over the past five years. 

In 2007, says Weston, 29 per 
cent of all reported collisions 
in town involved injuries that 
were serous or fatal. But in 
2010, that number dropped to 
20 per cent, thanks to a num¬ 
ber of factors, including Road 
Watch, vigorous enforcement 
by the Niagara Regional 
Police, the Think and Drive 
program and the awareness 
that drivers must share the 
responsibility for safe driving. 

“Road Watch is just one fac¬ 
tor, but absolutely it can be 
credited with helping to make 
our roads safer," says Weston. 

“We're also very fortunate to 
have such good partners. We 
have great help from the NRP 
with enforcement, enthusias¬ 
tic support from the region 
and the involvement of the 
MTO. It’s been a concerted 
effort, and it's worked. 
Collisions have dropped 29 
per cent. That speaks for itself.”

Road Watch provides an 
opportunity for drivers to 
record the licence plate 
numbers of those who are 
committing careless driv¬ 
ing practices such as 
speeding, tailgating, failing 
to stop at stop signs and 
aggressive driving.

usually gone the next night. 
The problem occurs again 
with the next crop of tour¬ 
ists who rent the cottage. 

One resident was con¬ 
cerned how the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake airport would 
be affected by a new bylaw.

He added that defining 
'noise' will become a slip¬ 
pery slope which will cre¬ 
ate more problems than a 
new bylaw could solve. 

"Noise could be consid¬ 
ered the sound of bagpipes 
or music playing on Queen 
Street at Christmas time." 

A resident of Niagara- 
on-the-Green supported 
the new bylaw to help her 
and her neighbours deal 
with what she told the 
committee are rambunc¬ 
tious college students.

The Music Niagara 
Summer Season is off to a 
stellar start, thanks to a sold- 
out concert at Hillebrand 
Winery last Saturday morn¬ 
ing, a grand Opening Night 
concert and a fascinating 
musical event on Monday 
that one critic described as "A 
moment of musical bril¬

The Hillebrand perform¬ 
ance was the first of eight 
winery concerts to be pre¬ 
sented over the festival's five 
weekends.

Monday night's great 
debate featured Christopher 
Newton and music Journalist 
William Littler against CBS's 
Rick Phillips and WNED's 
Peter Hall in a discussion of 
the famed musical battle 
between Franz Liszt and 
Sigjsmond Thalberg. 

Tom Allen, of CBC's Shift 
program, moderated the 
debate in a witty and enter¬ 
taining style, which conclud¬ 
ed in an audience vote that 
determined that perhaps 
Liszt was, after all, fairly 
regarded as the greatest 


musician of his time.
